Blarina carolensis, the southern short tail shrew, has an extremely high metabolic rate and 
does not tolerate stress well. When captured in live traps, they often rapidly die. The 
animals captured in this study are trapped using Sherman live traps that are only set at night 
to avoid potential hyperthermia.

Intruder hamsters were placed in cages with resident hamsters. Hamsters are not social creatures. The 
behaviors of the intruder toward the resident and vice versa were observed and scored (see attached).

(Listed in AUP 33] Fighting and social defeat are physiological and psychological stressors. In 
comparison to behavior models that use artificial stressors (e.g., shock] to induce aggression and 
submission/avoidance, animal models that use social conflict to induce these behaviors appear to 
be associated with a milder stress response. Moreover, we are specifically interested in studying 
learned avoidance following defeat and the anxiogenic ("anxiety causing"] effect of social conflict 
that may generalize to a non-social context. Analgesics and anxiolytics may counteract behavioral 
effects of social conflict. 

Furthermore. 28 of these same Syrian hamsters were transferred to another approved research 
protocol involving unrelieved pain.

(Listed in AUP 32] The studies proposed are designed to determine the efficacy of topical analgesic 
gels on relieving pain-like behaviors after an acute short lasting inflammatory injury. As such, we 
are unable to administer analgesic agents as this would be a confound to determining whether the 
compounds being studied produce analgesia. These studies involve using an acute inflammatory 
injury; rodents express a short (60 minute] duration spontaneous behavioral pattern of licking the 
hindpaw, shaking the hindpaw, and hindpaw flicking. At the end of the 60-minute period these 
spontaneous behaviors have resolved and the animals are returned to their home cage. Once back 
in their home cage the animals do no show spontaneous behaviors associated with the injury. They 
have normal weight gain, normal cage activity, normal grooming and an ah.sence of overt stress 
responses. Our studies conform to the ethical guidelines for investigation of experimental pain in 
conscious animals (Pain 16, 109-110, 1983]. None of the procedures outlined require the use of 
restraints. Where appropriate we use isoflurane to produce rapid induction and recovery from 
anesthesia.
